The ship in which they sailed was tor 
pedoed y esterday morning and sank 
in 12 minutes. All the passengers and 
all but three of the crew were sav ed. 
The passengers were picked up in 
lifeboats and landed 
at a 
Britl3h 
port. The Americans 
were all safe 
and well. 
hTe number of persons on board 
was about 2 5 0. One of the ship’s of­ 
ficers told the Associated Press that 
the Americans had conducted them­ 
selv es in an admirable manner and 
that they had spent most of 
their 
time aboard 
ship in military 
drills 
and day and 
night 
drills 
lifeboat 
wMll. 
Destroy ers w’ere sent to the rescue 
and all the lifeboats were picked up 
within half an hour after the 
ship 
was struck. 
The v essel was 
struck 
midships 
while proceeding 
in a largo conv oy 
under the protection of a large num­ 
ber of destroy ers. It was proceeding 
at about 19 knots 
in bright moon­ 
light. When the torpedo struck there 
was a heav y list immediately after­ 
ward and In three minutes the boil­ 
ers blew up. ex tinguishing the lights 
jail ov er the ship.

France, April 27 .— (Delay ed.)— The 
enemy laid down a heav y barrage 
In front of the American trenches in 
the Toul sector at 3 o’clock this 
morning, the bombardment lasting 
an hour. 
After an interv al of silence, he re­ 
peated the performance at 5 o ’clock 
and half an hour later the German 
infantry started for the American 
lines. 
So intense was the American 
counter attack that the enemy was

Immediately following the declara­ 
tion of war, the Federal Gov ernment 
prov ided for the organization in each 
state, of State Gouncils of National 
Defense. 
In Illinois as well as in 
the other states, the State Council 
prov ided for the creation of organi­ 
zations in each county which would 
work 
under 
the 
direction 
of 
the 
State Council 
and 
in co-operation 
with the National Council and direct 
the civ ilian war work. 
The State Council of Defense of 
Illinois was created by an Act of 
Legislature in May , 19 17 , and its 
members appointed by the Gov ernor. 
In order to perform its duties and 
carry on such war activ ities as may 
be necessary the State Council or­ 
ganized in each county 
a 
county 
aux iliary committee charged with the 
duties of carry ing on such activ ities 
and perform such serv ices as might 
from time to time be delegated to it 
by the State Council of Defense. 
In 
order to carry on the v arious activ i­ 
ties, both state and national, the 
people hav e necessarily been called 
upon to contribute considerable sums 
of money . 
These calls hav e been fre­ 
quent and undoubtedly will continue 
to be frequent. 
Confusion Resulted 
Heretofore 
money 
raising 
cam­ 
paigns hav e been carried on by each 
organization independently and this 
has tended to cause great confusion. 
To obv iate this condition the State 
Council 
has 
directed 
that 
there 
should be organized in each county 
the 
comprehensiv e 
and 
efficient 
money 
raising 
committee 
which 
would u: lertake to raise all of the 
money which might be required for 
war activ ities. 
This committee is 
known as the County Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
It should be realized that it is not 
the intention to interfere with the 
work of any organization, but rather 
to be of the utmost assistance to all 
of them and it is thought by merging 
the interests of all and joining to­ 
gether in one organization, money 
can be raised with much less effort 
and ex pense and with less confusion 
and annoy ance to the community and 
with fair distribution of the financial 
burden. 
County Finance Committee 
To that end the finance committee 
in Lee County has been created. This 
consists of an ex ecutiv e committee of 
sev en men, together with local com­ 
mittees of three or more men in each 
town in the county . 
The ex ecutiv e commit; * consists 
of:

him. 


The announcement that American 
troops had entered the allied lines 
east of Amiens was made by the 
Paris war office 
last 
Wednesday - 
night. 
The Germans that day at­ 
tacked 
the 
British, 
French 
and 
American positions along a lengthy 
front. 
A Pari^ dispatch Thursday 
announced 
that 
more 
than 
100 
wounded 
Americans 
had 
reached 
Paris hospitals. 
The Americans, on entering 
the 
new 
lines, 
found themselv es in a 
rolling terrain. 
The artillery , tho 
first to come, arriv ed on a dark night, 
made red by continuous flashes from 
friendly and hostile guns. 
Under a 
fire in some cases rather heav y , the 
American gunners took the positions 
of the French 
and 
completed the 
task of digging in. 
When the infantry mov ed in the 
fire was just as intense. 
In sev eral 
Instances there 
were 
no trenches 
whatev er. 
The position can be said 
to hav e been .greatly improv ed. 
It should £ * understood that this 
sector Is not especially activ e, com­ 
pared to others to the north. 
The training period for the Ameri­ 
can troops lasted a few day s, after 
they mov ed up to within sound of 
the guns. 
For a few day s before the troops 
went into the trenches the officers 
took energetic measures to stop the 
false and v icious reports regarding 
the progress 
of 
the 
battle to the 
north.

announcement that American troops, 
sent to reinforce the allied armies, 
are taking part in the fighting was 
made today for the first time by the 
war department, in its weekly re­ 
v iew.

Undou btedly a very large additional nu mber will be called very soon. 
The men to be called within the next month or two will all be from Grou p 1 
o f the present classification. 
In view of these conditions the Cou ncil of National Defense u rges that 
•ach commu nity , or at least each local registration district, shall hold a 
meeting, or a series of meetings, for the Instru ction and heartening of the 
men soon to be called into national service. 
Su ch meetings, the National 
Cou ncil su ggests, shou ld be addressed by a lawy er to assu re thorn their 
leg al rights in all clvli matters will be protected while they are in the 
1 eervlce, by a Home Service representative of the Red Cross, and a member 
o f the Medical Corps or other phy sician. 
Say s the National Cou ncil of Defense:

“ The men abou t to .enter the National Army need advice and informa­ 
tio n befo re they are called to camp. 
Few of them have intelligent u nder­ 
standing of army service, of the simplest ru les of hy giene, or of the variou s 
way In which the government and others are protecting them and their 
families against financial loss.

Gray ’s inn has produ ced fewer great 
lawy ers than some of the other inns 
of cou rt, bu t it can ou tdo Its rivals In 
association with men who have vitally 
influ enced the life of the nation-— 
Thomas Cromwell, for instance, who 
su ppressed 
the 
monasteries; 
Lord 
Bu rgh ley , chief cou nselor of Qu een 
Elizabeth, and George Monek , du k e of 
Albemarle, who practically restored the 
monarchy . Bu t the inn’s chief glory , 
of cou rse, is with the Bacons, Nicholas 
and his far greater son, Francis, whose 
tnnrk remains till this day on the inn 
gardens.

o x y g en, but 
they consu me carbonic acid, thus help­ 
ing to pu rify the atmosphere, which is 
to some extent rendered 
impure by 
the breathing of animals. 
They do not 
generate oxy gen, bu t they release it 
by consu ming the carbonic add. Ty n­ 
dall, a celebrated scientist, say s: “ Co n­ 
sider all the fires In the wo rld and all 
the animals in the 
wo rld co ntinually 
pou ring their carbonic acid 
Into the 
atmosphere. Wou ld It not 
be fair to 
conclu de that ou r air must become 
more and more contaminated and 
unfit 
to su pport either combu stion or life? 
This seems inevitable, bu t ft wou ld be 
a conclu sion fou nded u pon half kno wl­ 
edge, and therefore wrong. 
A provi­ 
sion exists for continu ally pu rify ing 
the atmosphere of Its excess 
o f car­ 
bonic add. 
By the leaves o f plants 
this gas is absorbed, add within the 
leaves it is decomposed by the solar 
ray s. The carbon Is stored u p In the 
tree, while the pu re oxy gen Is restored 
to flu* atmosphere. Carbonic add, in 
fact, is to a great extent the nu triment 
of plants, and inasmu ch as animals In 
the long ru n, derive their food from 
the vegetable world, this very gas, 
which at first sight might be regarded 
as a deadly constitu ent of the atmos­ 
phere, is the main su stoiner, bo th o f 
vegetable and animal life.“

Not even do the ordinary peo­ 
ple bu y su ch vegetables as potatoes, 
onions, tu rn ips or apples in a qu antity 
greater than will be consu med in a 
day. Shou ld you su ggest a larger pu r­ 
chase they wou ld contend 
that 
the 
vegetables were not fresh if bou ght the 
day before; and besides, that wou ld be 
doing for to-morrow what to morrow 
shou ld do for itself. 
For this reason 
the vegetables and fru its are brou ght 
to the m arket in the most deliciou s 
state of ripeness. 
Tomorrow wou ld 
be too late to eat them; yesterday was 
a little too early; bu t today is the 
proper time, and today they are eaten 
Therefore the people are in a way 
compelled to market in small qu an ti­ 
ties. They mu st take what the market 
offers and it offers only the ripest of 
foods. 
So as to prevent the market 
people from selling tomorrow what 
has not been sold today, the law pro­ 
vides that all material brou ght into 
the city from the cou ntry 
districts 
mu st be disposed of, that none of this 
produ ce shall be taken ou t of the city. 
Of cou rse this does not prevent the 
greengrocer and the 
street 
vender 
from retain in g su ch 
provisions 
and 
selling them. 
To show you to what exten t daily 
m arketin g is 
carried, I have 
seen 
hou sekeepers pu rchase the ingredients 
for a sou p in su ch exact qu an tities as 
half of an onion, a piece of carrot and 
a portion of a head of cabbage.

and the whole is bou ght for a few 
cents. 
Perhaps the Fren ch call this 
economy, bu t it wou ld not appeal so 
to u s. 
Whenever lettu ce is pu rchased, 
a sprig of so me herb is added as the 
proper garn itu re for that green. In like 
manner, a small section of bone filled 
with marrow Is given with the pu r­ 
chase of a piece of boiling inoat. Pap­ 
er is rather scarce at the market, an d 
many thin gs like figs or snails 
or 
grapes are wrapped la large lea v es. 


Little Ice In Fra nce. 


In su m m er the keeping of edibles 
from day to day is a qu estion which 
pu zzles the American hou sekeeper in 
France, as ice is u sed very little pad 
it is very expensive. It is n ever u sed 
by a native, bu t an American m u st 
have it. To pu rchase ice in the qu an ­ 
tity as we do wou ld 
be 
considered 
wastefu l extravagance. 
This is the 
chief cau se of the 
daily 
marketin g, 
since there is no facility for keeping 
edibles in the small homes of the m id­ 
dle classes. 
It is a well known fact 
that the Fren ch are the most econ­ 
omical cooks, for they have learned 
the art of bu ying 
exactly 
what is 
needed. 
I dou bt if a refrigerator is to 
be fou nd in the home of a native 
Frenchman and I expect they never 
think of makin g ice cream at home 
as we do. 
And that rem in ds me of 
bow this delicacy is packed to prevent 
its melting. 
If you wish to get a 
small qu an tity of cream, say a pin t or 
a qu art, the dealer will pack it tight 
ly in a thin wooden circu lar box, lined 
with paraffine paper, of the proper 
measu re. 
This is placed in a paper 
bag of su fficient size to allow a thick 
ness of two inches of tin y pieces of 
cork to lie between the box an d the 
bag. 
With su ch an airtight packing 
the cream will keep firm for a cou ple 
of hou rs, an d yet no ice has beeu u sed. 
The Fren ch are ingeniou s. 
In the so uth 
of France, 
In the 
midst of the agricu ltu ral districts, 
vegetables a re very cheap in their 
season, an d people do not have the 
craze for edibles oat 
of season 
a s 
Americans do. Sweet potatoes are u n ­ 
known and watermelons are ju st being 
introdu ced a nd have only reached 
a 
length of a bo ut a dozen? inches. Corn 
is looked u pon a s only food for cattle; 
thou gh since the u sefu lness of this 
grain was demonstrated a t the Expo­ 
sition in 1 900, there is a ten den cy 
toward the introdu ction of corn for 
table u se. 
Fresh macaroni an d little 
du mplin gs may* !be pu rchased, an d 
peeled Irish potatoes ready for cook­ 
ing 
well. 
The butter is saltless tha t the French 
peo ple use, but it is ma de fro m pure 


cream and is u ncolored. After a while 
you get accu stomed to its taste; bu t 
the natives u se very little bu tter, an y­ 
way u su ally eatin g their bread dry 
With this small desire for bu tter, there 
appears to be no su ch 
imitation s as 
bu tterin e, oleomargarine 
and 
reno­ 
vated bu tter, as flood 
the 
American 
m arket tryin g to pass off as pu re 
cream ery bu tter. 
Lard is almost u n ­ 
heard of in some sections of France, 
pu re olive oil being its su bstitu te for 
fryin g pu rposes, an d oh. what a delic­ 
iou s flavor this oil 
gives 
to the 
thin gs cooked! 
Of cou rse the baker 
has to u se some su ch material, bu t it 
is not seen in private families; bread 
baking is seldom done at home. 


French Fo nd o f Greens. 


T he Fren ch seem to eat everythin g 
green, 
I really believe they fix grass 
in some temptin g salad, only the A m eF 
ican does not know it and eats it be­ 
cau se It “tastes good." 
Large gou rd 
flowers are made into a tem ptin g ome­ 
let, an d so are elderberry blossoms. 
Cheese greets one at every tu rn , and 
sometimes one’s olfactory n erves read­ 
ily detect its presence before the es­ 
tablishm en t 
Is reached. 
There 
are 
cheese cakes of all sizes and all sges— 
some of them seeming to date back to 
the tim e of the Roman occu pancy, if 
one can ju dge from the odor an d color. 
Bread is sold in any qu an tity de­ 
sired—even to a slice. 
The loaves are 
u su ally a yard long and are cu t ac­ 
cordin g to the demand of the pu r 
chaser—no mere an d no less—even 
thou gh this exactness necessitates the 
addin g or dedu ctin g of a third of a 
thin slice. 
There is no “throwin g in 
for good m easu re." The long, n arrow, 
cru sty loaves are certain ly deliciou s, 
for the wheat of Fran ce seems sweeter 
(probably from less bleaching or re­ 
fining) than American wheat. There is 
also a bread of poorer qu ality which 
the peasan try bu y at a cheaper price. 
The large, spongy rolls th at delight 
the American are denou nced as in di­ 
gestible. 


Wo men Do The Ma rketing. 


Most of the m arketin g is condu cted 
by women, who are also seen later in 
the day pu lling heavy carts throu gh 
the city laden with edibles. There are 
no fiiarket bu ildings In Fran ce as we 
know them in America. 
The produ ce 
is sold from stalls along the street, 
su ch as are seen arou n d ou r market 
bu ildings, and everythin g is cleared by 
one o’clock. 
In the 
Riviera 
each 
stall is provided with a large u mbrel­ 
la, for protection from the su n. 
The 
pavements and streets are washed af­ 
te r the cou n try people have gone, and 
the same thorou ghfare becomes a fash­ 
ionable promen ade in the evening.

The real effect of

And the hou sekeeper of today

Cleaned, dried and passed 
throu gh combs, it is redu ced to deli 
cate threads of a lu strou s brownish 
y ellow hu e, which are wov en into 
glov es, stockings and other u rticles.
